Dr, Willian) TH. Cammings. Principal of 
the Gaildhall School of Music, has delivers 
ead n series of three lectures an * British

past Dr Cummings has maintained Lhat our 
National 
John Dall, aud not by Henry Carey, na at 
due tine commenly believed, and, bearing 
in mind present circamtances, it was 
natural and apposite that. his first Jeeturo 
should be devoted t the bistory oF this 
nobly tune. Some idee any be antherod 
of the cbmplexity oftthe subject when it is 
stated that at sundry times the molody has 
oun uttributed, i addition to the com- 
posers mentioned, to ‘Purcell, Handol, 
Lwili, Ravenscroft, Forbes, Anthony 
Young, and George Oswald, ‘Che Lecturer 
said that the origin of the various clans 
was in the omission of the composet’s 
name in the carliest accounts of its per: 
formance. ° ‘The first public performance of 
which we had any printed account took 
place in Sptember, 140, concerning 
which the Daily Adzerlistr for Monday, 
September, 30, recorded :—* Gu Saturday 
night last the audience of the Thentro Roy- 
al Drury-lane wero agreeably surprised by 
the gentlemen belonging to that house per- 
forming the Anthem ef “Gud Saye our 
noble King.” The universal applause. it 
wet with, heing encored, and repeated with 
huzzas, sufticiently denoted in.how just an 
abhorrenee they hold the achitrary schemes 
of onr insidious enemics.’ The late Dr 
Chrysander had quoted this as a proof of 
Heary Carey being the composer, Dut ik 
would be observed that his para was not 
mentioned ; neithor was it in” any ther 
journal of the period in connection with 
this mutter. The claim ‘foe Henzy Carey 
wag first made by his sou, George Saville 
Carey, in 1795, iz the hope that it would 
induce the King te grant him a pension. 
Savile Carey was bern after bis father’ 
death, which Look place in 1743, conse- 
quently be could have had no personal 
knowledge to support his claim, and he did 
not inoke it for fifty-two years after his 
fatner's death, ‘ho date of Henry Carey's 
death, 1743, mude untenable the asgertion 
that the song was written and set to music 
by him for the Scattish Rebellion, ae that 
took plice in” 1745. The air did 
not xppear in any. of Carey's numerous 
publications, and-no mention was made of 
his having composed such an Authem in 
the Prologue spoken by Mr Hule at the 
performance given in 1743 for the benetit 
of his ‘widuw and children, Concerning: 
tho allegation that’ Dr John Bull 
* unscrupulously approprinted’ the air 
from the Frenel: composer Lalli, it was 
sufficient to say that Lulli was born in 
1633, five years after the death of Dr 
Bull. Doubt had heen thrown on Dr Bull's 
claim by the hasty and incorrect deductions 
of Richard Clarke ; but he was the first to 
suggest and to attempt to prove that Dr 
Buil. was the rightful composer. In 
1840, however, he purchased a volume of 
Dr Bull’s compositions, in whieh he found 
‘An Ayre,’ which was undoubtedly the 
original of our_ National Anthem. Tt was 
notin Dr Ball's handwricing, but evidence 

ointed tn its being a copy made by one of 

is pupils at Antwerp. Guillaume 
Mossauy. Mr William Chappell, the 
antiquary, and Sir Francis Madden, the 
expert “in handwriting, had expressed 
their opinion. that the sharps’ 
verting the melody into the major 
uiode hud been added _ later. Mr 
Chappell. - thought thut this had. been 
dono by Dr Gauntlett; and euntemporacy 
evidence. confirmed this opinion, The 
identity of the inclody with our National 
Avthen: was’ estalilished by its form and 
rhythm—a variation of the ld dance wea- 
sore knowa a the. Gilliard, which was 
mady up of two-bar groups of triple tine, 
with tiro parts of six and ciht bars respec- 
tively!
